Many Hours' Valoable Time Saved by the
Sorting of Mails on Shipboard.

New Yorg, Dee. 24 —At3 A. M. to-day
there was received at the postoffice by the
steamship Havel, from Bremen, 435 sacks
of mail matter, followed at 540 by the
mail from the steamer Majestic, from
Queenstown, consisting of 1,164 sacks.

In each place he noted various late im-
provements, economizing space and making
betier mccommodations for buyers and
sellers. By combining all these the Chief
has obtained his ideal of a market house.

Instead of having the upper floor used as
a hall it will be utilized for market pur-

The new Southside market house will be } poses. Butter, eggs and such other produets

will be sold there, and part of the space
will be used for a restaurant. The ground
floor will be devoied to meat and fish
stands. For these the Chief hasadopted a
novel plan. Instead of having ice chests in
the vear of the stalls they will be con-
structed overhead. This saves a great
amount of space for stalls and is just as
convenient, The whole will be equipped
with the Jatest cold storage appliances.

The estimated cost of the building is 235,~
000, and Chief Bigelow has asked that the
amount be set aside in the appropriations
for next year. There is little doubt but that
it will be granted, as a new structure to re-
place the burned one has become a pressing
necessity. Work will be started as soon as
the weather permits next spring. While
the building 1s being construeted the mar-
keters will use sheds along both sides of
Twelfth and Bingham streets,

“The Southside,” said Chief Bigelow,
“will have one of the finest market houses
in the couniry. In equipments there will

CHRISTIANITY IN JAPAR.

Siguificance of the Fact That There Are 13
Converts in Parlinment

Since the Mikado, whose authority has
continued in Japan for the past 4,000 years,
(according to Japanese annals,) choss to
concede a part of this authority to the peo-
ple, granting them a Constitutional Govern-
ment and the privilege of electing their own
Representatives in the newly-composed
Parliament, the rise of the Christian ele-
ment among the Japanese has been very
marked, and the selection of members of
this faith to fill many of the important
offices under the Government, has been
quite as noticeable.

the present Parlisment there are 13
baptized Christians and several others who
profess that faith, but have not yet received
the rite of baptism. This number, out of a
total of 300 composing the Parliament, is a
very good showing for the Christinns. If
this -nnge is preserved throughout Japan
it would show that Christianity now num-
bers ovér 1,500,000 converts among a people
who, 20 since, had hardly a Christian
within r country.

Looking at this in another light it be-
comes even more interesting, for it has al-
ways been claimed that though Christianity
made some progress among the lower or-
ders of Japanese, yet it made none among
the higher. The inference suggested by the
number of Christians in this, the second
elected House of Representatives, directly
rontradicts this theory, for it shows that
whereas the percentage of converts in Japan
does not exeeed 27 1n ew.? 10,000, yet the

ding percen n the class from
which members of the House of Representa-
tives are drawn is 433. In this caleulation
the total number of Christians of all denom-
inations in Japan is assumed to be 100,000,
the number heretofors conceded as belong-
ing to that faith.

BODIUNM IN THE AIR

It Proves the Bun and Stars Have the Same
Material as the Earth.
Youth's Companion.]

‘When n flash of lightning darts through
the air, it vaporizes any minute particles of
floating matter that may be in its path. By
examining the light of the lightning with a
spectroscope, the nature of these vaporized
substances may be determined, beecause
every known element in nature shows in its
specirum certain lines that belong tp it
alone.

By studying the spectrum of lightning in
this way, Mr. W. E. Wood, of Washington,
has recently been able to show that sodium,
which is the element from which common
salt is formed, exists in the air. He sug-
gesis yarious ways of accounting for the
presence of sodium in the atmosphere, one
of which is particularly interesting, and
that is that it may have ecome there from
interstellar space. It is known that mete-
oric dust 1s continuaily falling upon the
globe from beyond the atmosphere, and if
it should turn out that microscopic particles
of sodium are included in this strange, un-
ending shower with which the heavens
salute the earth, it would be only snother
proof of the unity of composition that ex.
tends from the earth to the sun, and from
the sun to the stars.

24 —Pursuant
to the directions embraced in a letter from
the President to the head of each depart-
ment, dated December 4, 1801, the Secre-
tary of the Treasury has compieted a plan,
which will take effect January 1, under
which all promotions in the Treasury De-
partment, will hereafler be made on a basis
of merit only, and asthe result of competi-
tive examinations. These examinations
will be made by an examining board in the
depariment designated by the Secretary,
mg not by the Civil Serviee Commission as
a rule. Fach examination for a promotion
of any grade will be confined to clerks in
the same office or bureau. As part of the
lan thus adopted, a daily record will be
ept of the efficiency of each clerk by the
Obli'ef of his division. In all examinations
this efficiency record will be the element of
chief weight. X
The efficiency record will give the -daily
standing of each elerk for punctuslity, at-
unce, oonduct (including personal
hsbits), accuracy, industry, aptitude and
general ability. This new eparture, with
which the officials of the Treasury Depart-
ment are in full accord, is regarded as re-
moving all promotions from the domain of
political influence and official favoritism,
and places them exclusively on the basis of
merit.

FLOUR FOE STARVING RUSSIANG

Congressional Aid Necessary to Transport
the Millers’ Offering.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—Senstor Wash-
burn, of Minnesots, had a conference with
Secretary Tracy to-day relative to the use
of a Government vessel for the transporta-
tion to Europe of the flour contributed by
the millers of Minneapolis and viemity for
the relief of the starving peasants of Russia.
Secretary Tracy was very favorably im-
pressed with the suggestion. He said that
Senator Washburn shonld write him a
formal letter about the maitter, and he
would at once consult with the President
upon the subject.

There is & question as to whether author-
ity exiats for the use of tha United States
vessel for the pu indicated, without
Congressional action fo obviate any difficulty
that might arise on the scene. Senator
Washhurn, when Congress reassembles after
the holidays, will iniroduce a joint resolu-
tion authorizing the Secretary of the Navy
touse such vessels as he may see fit for the
transportation of the flour. If the resolution
be acted upon prompily and favorably, it is
hoped to have the flour under way by the
20th of January.

POSTAL CARDS IN THREE BIZES.

A New Convenience for Those Who Write
in a Big Harry.

WasHINGTON, D. C., Dea 24—The
Postoffice Department has commenced to
issue at the larger postoffices two new sizes
of postal eards. The small eard in the same
width as the one now in use, but about one-
third of an inch shorter. The large card is
fully an inch longer and about three-fourihs
of an inch wider than the present card. It
is sa1d by the d t that the small
card is of much finer quality than the old
card. It is of m light gray color, very
strong and hard tq tear.

The large card is of commercial yellow
color and said to be of excellent quality.
The stamp bears the likeness of General
Grant and the engraviog is the work of the
Bureau of Epgraving and Printing. All
three sizes of ecards will be issued and the
people will take whichever they preter.

THE BIER OF LINCOLN.

A Dilapidated, Moth-Eaten Rellc in =
Secret Crypt mt the Caplial
fCORRESPONDEXCE OF TI[R DISPATCH.]

WasHINGTON, Dec. 24.—An inte
national relic which the World's Fair will
probably want as an exhibit has been pre
served here for many years in an unusually
curious hiding place. It is the bier or
catafalque upon which sueccessively rested,
0s they lay in state in the rotunde of the
Capitol, the remaina of the nation's mar-
tyred President, Abraham Lincoln; those of
Thaddeus Stevens, Pennsylvania's ‘‘grest
commoner;"” of Balmon P. Chase, Lincoln’s
Secretary of the Treasury and aiterward
Chief Justice; of Senator Charles Snmper
and Viee President Heory Wilson, of Mass-
achusetts; of President James A. Gartield,
and of General John A. Logan.

It was made of wood after an original
dedﬂ by B. B. French, Jr., Comm
of Public Buildiags, and consists of a
;!atform and elevated dais covered with

ne black broadeloth snd ornsmented
atthesides with tasteful funereal trimmings.

End View of Bier and Crypt.

When not in use all these 26 years since
it was eonstructed, the bier has been k
in & secret stone crypt or tomb inside the
Capitol, away down under ground in the
very center of the building, remote from all
acenes of legixlative strife and political tur-
moil. This subterranean crypt wus prepared
in the first year of this century as a mauso-
leum to receive containing
the remians of George gton, under a
resolution of Congress passed early in 1800,
when it was proposed to build a statue of
him in the rotunda of the Capitol and accord
his dust a national sepulture underneath.
Bat the crypt was never used for that pur-
pose, because Mrs. Martha Washington in
her lifetime ohjected to the separation of
her remains from those of her illustrious
consort, and desired to be burled with him,
and because Washington also, in his will,
signified his desire to lie intérred perma-
nently at Monnt Vernon.

President Lincoln's remains, after lyin,
in state for two days in the East Room o
the White House, were transferred to the
Capitol, where, resting on this bier, they
were exhibited in the rotunda from noon on
lAsg.zil 20 until 6 in the evening of April 21,

After Tincoln's funeral the bier was
stowed away in George Washington's unoe-
cupied tomb. Relie hunters located it, and
despite all the precantions taken to pre-
serve it intaet, t despolled it of many of
its ornaments and trimmings. Three
later an explosion 1;_:. o?ulio&od ilu l?e
erypt by the escape of gas from the pipes in
the surrounding walls, and the man who
undertook to investigate the leak was
killed and the bier sadly singed. When
Thaddeus SBtevens died, however, it was
covered anew and drawn ont of the erypt
into the rotunda above.

The fasces at the four corners snd the
silver ornaments and satin festoons are now

ly gone, carried off piece by piece in
the ets of predatory tourists, and what
is left of the bier as & whole presents u
aorrr appearanee, for the bmdcr&h cover-
ing is almost devoured by moths, and only
one strand of satin braid remains stretching
around one end and ons side.
